Composer Carl Stone was born in 1953 in Los Angeles. He studied at California Institute 
of the Arts, receiving a B.F.A. in composition after studies with Morton Subotnick and 
James Tenney. From 1978-1981 he was Music Director at KPFK-FM in Los Angeles, where he 
was noted for presenting live new music concerts with touring musicians in the station's 
concert space on a series funded by the National Endowment Media Program. Presently he 
is director of Meet the Composer (California) and Co-Artistic Director with Joan LaBarbara 
of the 1985 New Music America Festival which takes place in Los Angeles October 31- 
November 10, later this year. 

Stone's recent work incorporates computer processing of found sounds into vortexes of 
highly active multi-level collage textures. Since 1972 he has worked exclusively with 
electro-acoustic music, recently turning to live electronic solo performances which 
have been heard from Yugoslavia to Japan. 

Tonight he performs his 1982 work Dong II Jang , for record player and stereo digital 
electronics. We also will hear the last section of Mae Yao (1984), for tape, electronics, 
pipe organ and bagpipes.
